Though  the  year  that  has  passed  has  not  been  free  front 
weighty  anxieties,  increased  by  the  severe  illness  of  some  of  the 
officers  and  several  of  the  old  attendants,  it  is  satisfactory  to 
he  able  once  again  to  report  the  healthy  condition  of  the 
patients,  and  the  comfort  and  quietude  of  the  House. 

The  admissions  have  been  nearly  the  same  as  last  year. 
The  males  less  by  two,  the  females  more  by  nine.  The  dis- 
charges  cured,  are  seven  morej,  and  the  deaths  five,  than  last 
year.  Twelve  patients  have  been  admitted  above  60  years  of 
age,  six  above  70,  and  two  above  80.

There  cannot  be  much  of  novelty  to  report  on  the  uniform 
proceedings  of  so  old  an  Institution  as  this.  To  have  arrived 
at  any  condition  which  is  worthy  of  continuance,  is  no  small 
satisfaction  in  these  days,  and  our  record  now  is  as  much  one 
of  continuance,  as  of  progress.  In  the  happy  combination  of 
these,  we  have  been  able  this  year  to  accomplish  more  work 
of  a  domestic  character  than  we  have  done  before  ;  and  if 

B 
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two  of  our  most  valuable  artisans  continue  their  present  pur* 
suits,  we  hope  to  be  able  to  make  all  the  additional  furniture 
required  for  the  necessary  demands  of  the  patients.  The  men 
who  have  been  most  industrious,  act  somewhat  impulsively; 
but  during  their  profitable  impulse,  they  have  made  fifty  neat 
birch  bedsteads,  turned  and  polished :  twelve  settees,  stuffed 
and  covered :  twelve  double  wash-hand-stands  for  the  open 
dormitories :  twelve  small  tables,  twenty-four  night-chairs 
for  invalids,  a  good  many  looking  glass  and  picture  frames, 
and  various  other  articles  of  general  usefulness.  All  these 
have  been  obtained  at  the  mere  cost  of  material ;  and  the 
quietude  of  two  otherwise  turbulent  patients  secured  by  em¬ 
ployment.  The  old  trough  bedsteads  furnished  materials  for 
making  seats  round  the  airing  courts,  which  were  very  much 
needed ;  for  enlarging  and  roofing  an  additional  cattle  shed, 
and  making  extra  coverings  in  the  farm  buildings. 

Since  the  last  enlargement  of  the  Asylum,  we  have  felt 
occasional  anxiety  about  the  supply  of  water,  which  did  not 
rise  in  the  well  to  anything  near  its  original  height.  In  the 
months  of  June,  July,  and  August,  the  supply  became  so  scanty 
that  the  tank  could  not  be  filled,  the  water  not  rising  more 
than  eighteen  inches  in  the  well.  Twenty  patients  were  set 
to  work  at  the  removal  of  the  accumulated  sand  which 
partially  produced  the  failure.  They  got  up  ten  loads  of 
sand,  and  the  water  rose  to  six  feet.  This  was  only  just  half 
of  its  original  height  in  the  well,  and  if  next  summer  should 
be  as  dry  as  the  last,  a  question  will  arise  whether  it  will  not 
be  necessary  again  to  deepen  the  well.  Should  this  be  the 
case,  our  energetic  labourers  will  be  ready  with  their  willing 
help  again.  Some  of  the  less  robust  patients  have  been 
occupied  in  papering  the  single  rooms,  and  painting  some  of 
the  dining  rooms  and  galleries.  Obviously,  there  are  opposite 
effects  produced  upon  the  mind  of  the  insane  by  different 
colours.  The  residents  in  those  parts  of  the  House  which 
have  been  painted  green ,  have  repeatedly  expressed  the  com¬ 
fort  that  it  is  to  them,  and  the  tranquillizing  effect  produced. 
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Now  this  is  a  very  interesting  and  important  fact,  whether 
considered  in  connection  with  Physiology,  or  Pscychology.  It 
is  exactly  what  we  should  have  presumed  would  be  the  case, 
before  making  any  observations  :  it  is  a  proof  that  all  logical 
deductions  from  the  well-established  laws  of  science,  will  be 
confirmed  by  experienee :  it  proves  moreover  that  various 
functions  of  the  nervous  system  are  quite  unaffected  by  the 
central  disease  of  insanity — that,  moreover,  those  functions 
intentionally  called  into  exercise,  by  being  provided  with  their 
correlative  objects,  become  means  of  cure  for  the  disturbed 
functions  of  the  system :  and  also  that  the  systematic  observa¬ 
tion  of  these  laws  and  connections,  and  operations  of  physical 
sympathetic  action,  must,  in  great  measure,  constitute  the 
foundation  of  all  sound  treatment  of  the  insane.  Not  only  is 
the  effect  of  colour,  thus  an  important  element  in  hygienic 
science,  but  also  the  effect  of  various  degrees  of  light ,  which 
exactly  correspond,  and  which  we  might  in  like  manner  have 
predicted.  A  writer  in  a  very  valuable  publication,  “  The 
Builder,”  says,  “  that  from  several  years’  observation  in 
rooms  of  various  sizes,  used  as  manufacturing  rooms,  and 
occupied  by  females  for  twelve  hours  a  day,  he  found  that  the 
occupants  of  those  rooms  which  had  large  windows  with  large 
frames  of  glass  in  the  four  sides  of  the  room,  so  that  the 
sun’s  rays  penetrated  through  the  room  during  the  whole 
day,  were  much  more  healthy  than  the  workers  in  other 
rooms  which  were  lighted  only  through  small  panes  of  glass.” 
It  was  observed,  also  “  that  the  workers  who  occupied  one 
room,  were  cheerful  and  healthy,  while  those  of  another 
similar  room,  and  engaged  in  the  same  kind  of  work,  were  all 
inclined  to  melancholy,  complaining  of  pains  in  the  forehead 
and  eyes,  and  often  ill  and  unable  to  work.”  As  both  rooms 
in  this  case  were  equally  well  drained  and  ventilated,  there 
was  nothing  to  account  for  the  difference  but  the  different 
degrees  of  light  introduced  ;  there  was  a  cheerful  brightness  in 
the  healthy  room,  and  a  dingy  dullness  in  the  melancholic  one.

Now  it  may  be  remembered  that  reference  was  made  in  the 
report  last  year,  to  the  vast  improvement  in  our  own  bed¬ 
rooms  by  the  removal  of  many  of  the  heavy  iron  windows,  and 
the  substitution  of  others  of  a  lighter  and  less  formidable 
construction.  At  the  last  visit  of  the  Commissioners  in 
Lunacy  they  urged  the  extension  of  this  change  throughout 
the  House.  The  improvement  in  appearance  gives  quite  a 
different  character  to  the  Building;  and  those  visitors  (now 
only  too  few)  who  remember  it  nearly  thirty  years  ago,  are 
struck  with  the  salutary  importance  of  the  alteration  :  and  we 
trust  that  with  the  additional  comfort  of  papered  rooms,  we 
have  secured  in  some  measure  the  combined  advantages 
of  better  light  from  the  windows,  and  cheerfulness  from  the 
walls.  All  that  encourages  cheerfulness  locally  is  valuable,, 
and  the  true  and  natural  method  for  the  improvement  of  the 
patients’  condition.,  is  the  encouragement  of  innocent  amuse¬ 
ments  to  beget  that  cheerfulness ;  attractive  objects,  animate 
and  inanimate,  birds,  animals,  pictures,  &c.  to  lead  them 
from  their  wandering  thoughts  :  not  omitting  the  example  of 
sterling  morality  to  ensure  future  stability  of  character.  The 
introduction  of  children  into  the  female  departments  has  been 
said  in  some  instances  to  have  been  attended  with  advantage, 
and  the  lisp  of  infants  been  added  to  the  songs  of  birds, 
under  that  poetically  utopian  idea.  Many  of  the  females  with 
us  have  dolls  in  their  rooms  which  they  dress  and  undress 
with  imaginary  maternal  care. 

Our  treatment  in  asylums  may  partake  too  much  of  class 
treatment,  too  little  of  individuality.  There  is  often  a  stiff 
formality  observable  where  all  sit  like  school  children,  there¬ 
by  unenviably  raising  the  Medical  Officer  to  the  likeness  of  a 
schoolmaster,  and  the  only  indications  of  convalescence  in  his 
patients,  are  supposed  to  be  the  unbended  back,  and  the 
pad-locked  lip.  Loud  discourse  is  not  inconsistent  with  order. 
In  some  recent  suggestions  there  seems  to  be  an  apparent  for¬ 
getfulness  of  the  truth  recognized  by  all  sound  authority,  that 
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each  case  requires  its  particular  treatment.  There  should 
he  variety  of  accommodation,  to  meet  variety  of  habits  and 
fancies.  Some  patients  to  whom  the  very  “grass-hopper  is  a 
burden”  will  prefer  single  rooms;  others,  fearful  of  being  left 
alone,  will  entreat  to  be  placed  in  companionship.  It  is  de¬ 
sirable,  as  far  as  possible,  to  comply  with  each  individual 
request ;  and  to  yield  to  each  individual’s  inclination  in  the 
hope  of  cure ;  with  the  remembrance  always  before  us,  that 
there  need  be  nothing  in  the  privacy  of  the  single  room  or  in 
the  amplitude  of  the  extended  dormitory,  to  obstruct  the  exer¬ 
cise  of  that  kindness  which  has  been  so  graphically  expressed 
as  capable  of  being  “  drawn  even  through  a  key-hole.” 
The  habitual  remembrance  and  application  of  this  maxim,  is 
the  most  valuable  characteristic  in  an  attendant,  and  to  train 
each  to  the  attainment  and  retention  of  it,  under  anxieties  and 
occasional  embarrassments,  is  not  always  an  easy  task.  The 
services  of  well  qualified  attendants,  persons  with  intelligence 
enough  to  discern  those  varying  feelings  which  exist  in  sad 
disarray  within  the  mind ;  and  humanity  enough  to  bear  with 
the  wayward  exhibitions  of  those  with  whom  they  daily 
associate,  cannot  be  over-valued.  It  is  very  difficult  to  imbue 
the  mind  of  the  sane  man  with  the  conviction  that  the  mis¬ 
chievous  and  outrageous  acts  of  the  insane  are  constantly 
motiveless.  An  instance  presents  itself  in  proof  that  they  are 
so.  A  patient  was  visited  a  short  time  ago  in  the  night  by  the 
Assistant  Surgeon,  as  he  was  making  a  great  noise  in  his 
room;  he  found  him  hammering  away  at  the  wall  with  a  piece 
of  the  bedstead  which  he  had  broken :  on  being  urged  to  be 
quiet,  his  innocent  reply  was,  “pray  stand  out  of  the  way,  or 
I  shall  hurt  you.” 

The  House  is  now  very  full:  too  full  on  the  female  side; 
we  want  space  in  that  part  of  the  Building  more  particularly 
devoted  to  that  class  somewhat  inaccurately  called  refractory . 
The  suggestion  of  the  Commissioners  (as  formerly  noticed)  is 
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to  allow  these  patients  to  walk  beyond  the  boundary  walls. 
Independently  of  the  additional  number  of  attendants  that 
would  be  required  to  adopt  this  plan  of  trial,  it  must  be 
remembered  that  as  we  are  surrounded  with  gentlemen’s 
residences,  and  there  are  preserves  adjacent  to  the  asylum 
lands,  it  will  not  be  easy  to  avoid  those  encroachments  which 
many  regard  with  suspicion,  if  not  with  alarm.  The  male 
patients  have  long  enjoyed  the  full  advantage  of  very  partially 
restricted  liberty.  One  man,  very  insane,  but  of  correct  and 
undeviating  good  conduct,  goes  almost  daily  to  Woodbridge 
wdth  the  donkey  and  cart;  a  second  is  the  most  regular 
conveyor  of  letters  to  and  from  the  post  we  ever  possessed  ;  a 
third,  taking  a  fourth  with  him,  goes  frequently  to  the  sea-side 
for  water.  These  men  are  trusty,  they  are  under  the  all 
controlling  power  of  attachment,  and  not  one  of  them  would 
go  one  yard  beyond  his  allowed  limit.  Thus,  in  this  respect, 
as  in  many  others,  unknown  to  those  who  have  not  been 
conversant  with  Asylum  management,  we  may  perhaps 
be  pardoned  the  expression  of  a  feeling  which  leads  to 
satisfactory  retrospection.  We  are  not  in  the  condition  of 
men  starting  afresh,  but  of  those  who  have  literally  borne  the 
“  burden  and  heat  of  the  day.”  It  was  the  practice  twenty-five 
years  ago,  when  the  number  of  patients  was  only  150,  to 
allow  both  males  and  females  the  indulgence  of  the  free  air 
system;  they  walked  to  Bromeswell,  Sutton,  Bredfield,  and 
the  adjacent  villages ;  they  attended  the  Churches  of  Ufford 
and  Melton  ;  and  with  those  exceptions,  we  have  never  varied 
in  encouraging  the  removal  of  all  unnecessary  restrictions. 

Through  the  vagueness  of  some  clauses  in  the  Asylum 
Act,  some  patients  have  again  been  received  who  could  not 
be  recognized  as  coming  really  under  the  true  character  of 
pauper  lunatics.  Not  more  than  a  month  ago,  a  gentleman 
came  from  a  distance,  to  express  his  feelings  of  resentment, 
that  a  patient  had  been  admitted  as  a  nominal  pauper  who 
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was  really  a  man  of  property  :*  and  the  request  has  been 
recently  made  in  two  several  instances,  for  the  signature  of 
patients,  to  transfer  pecuniary  benefits.  There  is  frequently  a 
restlessness  created  amongst  the  pauper  inmates,  and  a  spirit 
of  jealousy  engendered  amongst  them,  when  they  see  others 
brought  in  better  dressed  than  themselves,  and  supplied  by 
their  friends  with  extra  indulgences.  We  want  the  means  of 
separation  between  partially  genteel,  and  total  pauper  life. 
Though  the  majority  perhaps  of  our  inmates  are  as  much 
bound  to  what  they  call  provincially  their  native ,  (their  place,) 
as  they  are  to  its  limited  privileges,  with  no  higher  ambition 
than  a  cottage,  and  no  other  expectation  than  the  poor  house; 
they  are  very  susceptible,  and  are  too  prone  to  encourage  the 
feeling  common  to  all  communities  of  ill  regulated  minds,  of 
suspicion  of  the  lower  against  the  higher.  We  know  however 
no  distinction  ourselves :  all  are  equally ,  when  they  come  here, 
the  subjects  of  uniform  care;  all  have  their  feelings  equally 
consulted  as  far  as  they  are  capable  of  expressing  them,  and 
equally  gratified  to  every  warrantable  extent.  In  reference 
even  to  the  lowest  form  of  mental  imbecility,  Wordsworth 
never  said  a  finer  thing  (said  a  late  leading  article  in  the 
Times)  than  when  in  his  solemn  way,  he  applied  to  idiots  that 
verse  in  Scripture,  “Their  life  is  hid  with  Christ  in  God,”  and 
there  is  no  man  of  serious  thought,  who  does  not  to  some 
extent,  perceive  and  appreciate  the  deep  trulh  underlying  the 
superstitions  of  those  nations,  who  attach  a  sacredness  to 
insanity. 

We  still  continue  to  receive  favourable  accounts  from  many 
of  the  discharged  patients  :  and  their  occasional  visits  are 
encouraged.  The  experience  indeed  of  nearly  half  a  century 
has  taught  us  the  value  of  identifying  ourselves  with  their 
future  as  well  as  their  present  condition ;  and  that  it  is  from 
within  as  much  as  from  without  that  we  must  look  for 
support.  While  we  would  thankfully  acknowledge  any

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measure  of  encouragement  that  may  be  afforded  us,  it  is  to 
the  patients  themselves  that  we  feel  especially  bound  :  and 
never  was  the  reciprocity  more  elegantly  made,  or  more 
pleasingly  felt,  than  in  a  case  of  one  of  our  inmates  who  died 
some  months  ago.  It  was  a  case  of  hereditary  rniania :  the 
woman’s  father  had  died  in  this  House,  and  while  she  was 
sinking  under  that  most  insidious  and  most  common  cause  of 
death  amongst  the  insane,  diseased  lungs,  she  would  talk  with 
all  the  composure  of  unswerving  piety  of  her  desire  to  be 
laid  by  her  father  in  the  Asylum  ground.  She  made,  when 
she  could  do  no  more  than  move  her  skinny  fingers,  two 
book  marks  containing  these  Scriptural  quotations,  and  she 
put  them  into  our  hands  only  a  few  days  before  her  death. 
On  the  one  was  written  “  the  Lord  deal  kindly  with  you  as 
ye  have  dealt  with  the  dead  and  with  me,”"'  and  upon  the 
other,  with  the  name  attached,  “  I  thank  my  God  upon  every 
remembrance  of  you.”f 

It  is  hardly  possible  to  over  estimate  the  value  of  the 
expressions  of  affectionate  regard,  which  have  been  made  by 
many  who  have  attended  the  funerals  of  their  relatives  and 
friends,  at  the  sight  of  the  grave  of  the  grandchild  of  the 
Superintendent,  in  the  Asylum  ground.  The  fact  of  one  of 
his  family  lying  among  the  insane,  has  realized  the  conviction 
that  a  feeling  of  unity  exists  among  those  who  have  taken  a 
lively  interest  in  their  temporal  welfare,  with  an  anticipation 
of  that  undivided  union  to  be  enjoyed  by  the  whole  House¬ 
hold  of  Faith,  when  diseases  of  body  and  of  mind ,  shall  all 
be  among  those  “  former  things  which  have  passed  away,” 
and  when  a  glorified  body ,  (a  purified  conscience,  and  a 
perfected  reason,)  shall,  be  possessed  by  all.
